Dr. Sewyy, C. M. G., F. R. S. Gb. D., 
director of the geological survey of Canada, 
arrived by Monday’s train and is registered 
at the Alberta.

that wells have been sunk close to each 
other, resulting in one being successful 
while the other has not. It is to be hoped 


| that this first test in the Athabasca region 


will prove beyond doubt the existence of 
| to the world an estimate 
of the richness and capabilities of the dis- 
trict. The tar beds, which are merely the 
residue of the coal oil sands, thickened by 
exposure or oxidization, have. withan them- 
selves, an economic value that with railway 
extension might be utilized into profitable 
enterprises. The tar can be used for asp- 
halt paving, tar roofing plates, insulating 
electric light wires and could also be press- 
ed into briquettes which make excellent 
fuel. The very finest glass too could be 
made from the sand, after the oil tar had 
been burned out of it ; but the knowledge 
sought to be gained now, is, what are the 
possibilities where oxidization has had no 
effect upon it.

NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 
Recina, August 2nd. 

The Northwest assembly was opened this 
afternoon by Lieutenant Governor Mcin- 
tosh, with more than the usual amount of 
display, which included a salute with 
cannon, handled by the mounted police. 
Only seventeen of the members were pre- 
sent, but there were a larger number of 
spectators than usual, chiefly ladies. His 
honor appeared in full unitorm. The ad- 
dress was the longest that has ever been?de- 
livered at the opening of the assembly. 
Important statistics regarding schools were 
given showing in existence 330 public 
protestants schools 2 protestants separate 
schools, 36 Roman Catholic public schools 
and 10 Roman Catholic separate schools. 
Total number of pupils 8,000, total govern- 
ment expenditure for the year on schools 
$121,056.94. School debentures have been 
issued amounting to $165,575, of which 
$41,702.75 have been reduced. Crop pros- 
pects were stated as fair in the eastern part 
of the Territories, good along the Sas- 
katchewan and in north-eastern Assiniboia 
but poor in the Regina district, the present 
being the dryest season experienced since 
1886. Prairie fires are still increasing and 
demand further legislation. Law and order 
are well maintained. Sixteen new statute 
labor districts have been organized, and six 
unincorporated towns have been proclaimed 
The parliamentary vote of $25,000 towards 
the ‘Territorial exhibition to be held at 
Regina” is mentioned. The increase of 
noxious weeds is noted and the Russian 
thistle alluded to. Mention is made of 
changes in the Northwest act regarding 
Justices of the Peace, a property qualifi- 
cation of $300 now being required, and pro- 
vision made that a J. P. may take the oath 
of office before the lieutenant governor, a 
judge of the supreme court or another 
justice of the peace. 


As soon as the address had been read _ his 
honor left, some formal motions were made 
and the house adjonrned. 


Fripay, August 3rd. 


A short session was held this afternoon. 
There was an increase in the number pre- 
sent over the preceeding day as several 
members from Saskatchewan had arrived. 


Haultain gave notice of bills to amend the 
school ordinance, to amend the ordinance 
respecting mortgages and sales of personal 
property, to amend the law relating to 
slander, and to amend the brand ordinance.

C. P. R. FREIGHT RATES. 


Orrawa, July 21.—Following is a report 
of the proceedings before the railway com- 
mittee of the privy council this afternoon. 
The memorial of the Patrons of Industry of 
Manitoba and the North-West protesting 
against the freight rates of the C. P. R. was 
called. Mr. Bell wanted to g° on first with 
a Waterloc case, which he said was 
trifling. 

Clarke, Q.C.—‘‘Oh, this is a very trifling 
matter also and won't take long.” 

It was decided to go on with 
memorial. 

Davin, M. P., first addressed the com- 
mittee in support of the memorial, claimin 
the rates were excessive. They wante 
rates which, while giving reasonable remun- 
eration to the C.P.R., would also enable 
farmers to live. 

Haggart—“‘I do not think we have the 
slightest power to fix rates.” 

Davin—“‘ Seeing this is a land largely 
subsidized by parliament there ought to be 
seme power if there is not. 


It was explained here that the statute 
conferred on the governor-in-council, not on 
the railway committee, the power to regu- 
late railway tolls. = 

Senator Boulton explained that the me- 
morial as received by him was addressed 
to the governor-in-council, but he had 
changed it to the railway committee of the 
privy council for more speedy action, as the 
crop would shortly be harvested and he 
desired a reduction of five cents a bushel on 
grain between Winnipeg and Port Arthur. 

Clarke, Q.C., for the C. P. R., contended 
that there was no jurisdiction in the com- 
mittee and the law was read from which it 
ge the committee could hear com- 
plaints of tolls in excess of those the com- 
pany were legally entitled to, which was not 
alleged, or of unjust preference or discrim- 
ination, which was alleged in the memorial. 
This is not the tribunal to try a charge that 
—— are higher rates than they ought 
° 

Boulton pleaded for, at least, a hearing ; 
as it was a question connected with the 
good government of the country. 

Haggart said they had determined to 
make a departmental inquiry as to rates, 
and there wg pee be a sitting of 
council which power to regulate rates 
up in the Northwest.

Boulton proceeded to speak and Clarke |: 


constantly objected to his making a speech 
about the atnitiien of the farmers of the 
Northwest. This committee had nothing to 
do with that. Boulton was speaking for 
the newspapers.

Haggart— is so, Confine your re- 
marks, Senator Boulton, to the sublect over

which we have jurisdiction—discrimination 
or preferences. 

Boulton maintained that the C. P. R., by 
charging excessive rates to the few in the 
Canadian Northwest, and the lower rates on 
the traffic through United States territory 
between St. Paul and the Soo, increased 
their dividends. If it had to | pee special 
cases and particularize, he would ask to be 
supplied with a railway expert. 

Clarke—A body of persons like the 
patrons is hardly the kind ef aggregation to 
make a complaint of rates under the statute. 
An individual who had been unduly made to 
pay preferential rates should be the 
petitioners. 

Boulton—The Patrons are the persons 
who pay the rates. 

Some of Boulton’s statements Clarke 
characterized as untrue. 

Boulton said that discriminations were so 
numerous it would take a day to describe 
them. The memorial set out some of them, 
for instance from New York to St. Paul, 
1,400 miles, the C. P. R. freight rate was 
$1.15; from Montreal to Winnipeg, 1,424 
miles, $2.09 ; second class, 99 cents through 
the United States and $1.70 through 
Canada; third class, 77 cents and $1.40; 
fourth class, 52 cents and $1.30 ; fifth class, 
44 and 89 cents. These were discrimin- 
ations as between the Soo route and the 
North Shore route. 

Clarke—We cannot discuss that. We 
make arrangements with other lines, but 
that is not discrimination. 

Bou'ton proceeded to discuss the C.P.R. 
issue of debenture stock to acquire a line 
from St. Paul to the Soo through American 
territory, but Bowell asked what had that 
to do with it. 

Shaughnessy, vice-president of the C. P. 
R., said we never issued a dollar of deben- 
ture stock to acquire securities of any 
American line. 

Haggart—The profits on earnings of the 
C.P.R. have nothing to do with it. 

Clarke—Wo object to having these things 
discussed for the benefit of Boulton or the 
newspapers or anyone else. 

After a good deal further discussion 
Boulton gave a specific instance of the rate 
on a car load of shingles from Vancouver to 
Russel’ Manitoba, $250, and the same cargo 
from Vancouver to Cobourg, Ont., cost only 
$180, but it was in two different years and 
Clarke said, then the charge falls to the 

round, 

Haggart said the charge in the memorial 
that the rates from Montreal to Vancouver 
was $1.38 per hundred less than from 
Portage la Prairie to Vancouver was a 
charge they could investigate and Clarke 
agreed and challenged Boulton to show it. 

Boulton said he could if he had C. P. R. 
officials there as witnesses, but personally 
he knew nothing about the truth of allega- 
tions in the memorial. 

Haggart—Then you are not prepared to 
oon? 

Boulton—I am if you will inform me how 
to go on. 

Daly wound up the discussion by pointing 
out that on July 20 ina letter to Boulton, 
the prime minister stated that the govern- 
ment would convene a meeting of a com- 
mittee of the privy council in the North- 
west in the autumn to enquire into those 
complaints. The trouble was that the C. 
P. R. gave a general denial to these general 
statements and the government proposed to 
arrive at the facts by taking evidence on the 
spot.

Dear Str—I have noticed that in several 
of your issues a Saskatchewan correspond- 
ent seems wonderfully troubled over some 
disputes by persons living east of here, and 
he seems to think that the government 
ought to make the present route of the 
telegraph line a public road. Now sir, 
while I feel for those people who have here 
and there to go around on account of im- 
provements, I think that any person with 
the least mite of justice in him would think 
with me that it would be a very great 
grievance and a deep injustice to settlers 
who happened to have selected lands with 
said line running through them, some places 
only a few rods from the surveyed lines 
excepted, when we took the land up in good 
faith that there were no roads through it, 
only the regular surveyed lines of the town- 
ship, and that we had the right to break 
and fence any portion of the land we chose. 
We feel sorry that our improvements make 
them use hard language ; but we must im- 
prove and we trust that your correspondent 
will have justice enough to look from him 
as he does to himself, and if they want a 
road let the government open up the road 
allowance and move the line to them, and 
those who are kicking so much, let them 
help themselves as we are trying to do by 
organizing into a statute labor district and 
do something for the country by way of 
opening up lines, and then we think they 
might have room to talk.

THE INQUEST. 


The inquest upon the body of Louis Roy 
was held before Dr. McInnis (coronor) In- 
spector Snyder and the following jury at 
Moranville on Monday last: J. R. Bel- 
ccurt, (foreman) Thelesphore Menuier, 
Dolo Menuier, Napoleon Menuier, Albide 
Menuier, Armour Lamouroux. 

The following evidence was taken. 


Samuel Roy of Moranville district of St. 
Albert being duly sworn said: The de- 
ceased Louis Roy was my father. Father 
and 1 camped in some bushes near the scene 
of the murder on Friday night last. On 
Saturday morning we went to mow hay. 
About 9.30 a. m. I went away to look for 
the corner stake where my father had 
written hisname. I was away about two 
hours. I don’t know exactly that it was 
4.30 when I left; but it was about that 
ime, 1 did uot find the post nor did I see 
_nvone whilst looking for it. When I re- 
+nrned I found my father dead near the 
camp. I saw an axe where some poles were 
out. (green poles produced). His body 
was slightly warm. I tried to put him on 
the waggon to take him to St. Albert: but 


eould not. I put the body about four feet 
jeside the bush and then went for Mr. 
Billeau and asked him to take my father 


to St. Albert and I would pay him. I told 
him my father had been killed. I tied my 
horses at Mr. Billeau’s and went over to 
Mr. Soltart’s. Mr. Billeau, Mr. Soltart 
apd his son accompanied me to see my 
father. I looked to see if there were any 
tracks around. A man on horseback caught 
up tous before we arrived at the scene. 
We waited until they came away with the 
body of my father which was about 5 p. m. 
My father had about $40 on his person in 
the morning which was out in the field 
where he had been making hay at the time 
he told me to go and look for the post. 
The money was in American bills. We 
were living at St. Albert until the Friday 
night. When we were looking, we noticed 
tne backs of someone on horseback. 
John Baptiste Billeau being sworn gave 
vidence as follows. About 8.30 Friday 
ight Louis Roy and his son passed my 
On Monday Roy told me he was 
going to come and make hay. On Saturday 
morning about dinner time the boy Samuel 
came to my house and told me that his 
father had been murdered. The boy asked 
me tocome and help him get the body into 
a waggon to take it to St. Albert. I did 
not like to do that alene so called at Mr. 
Soltart’s to have someone else with me. 
We went to find Mr. Soltart and started 
for the scene. When about half way, we 
were overtaken by Mr. Lamoureaux who 
was on horseback. Mr. Lockhart’s son 
overtook us on horseback. We all went to 
the scene. Mr. Lamoureax looked at the 
wounds. Mr. Billeau then sent Mr. La- 
moureaux for Mr. Besage. We searched

for tracks and found horse tracks. While 
waiting for Mr. Besauge. Tony Billeau 
and Munuier arrived on the scene. After 


Mr. Besauge arrived I sent my son fora 
waggon to bring the body over to Napoleon 
Mcnuier’s, 

August Soltart sworn said. Mr. Billeau 
and Samuel Roy came over to my place on 
Saturday to get me to go over with them to 
to where the body was lying. I saw the 
body lying there covered with a sheet. 
We uncovered the body to see the wounds 
and asked leave to search the pockets. I 
saw Mr. Lamoureaux search them. A purse 
was found intact and was given to the son 
Samuel. We talked what to do and finally 
sent for Besange I waited until he came. 
We searched forltracks ; but did not find 
any. We examined the bush where the 
billets were cut and saw sticks lying close 
by. We found where the billets had been 
cut from and also the branches from them 
We saw an axea little closer ta the body 
than where the sticks were cut. When 
they came for tne to go to the body it was 
about noon, 


A. Lamoureax, sworn said. I overtook 
Mr. Billeau, Mr, Lockhart and Samuel Roy 
on the way to the scene about dinner 
time on Saturday last. Mr. Billeau’s 
people had told me about it. I found the 
body lying covered with a sheet. I un- 
oyered it and looked at the wounds. I 
did not touch the body. I examined the 
pockets and found a pocket book ; but did 
not open it. (Pocket book produced) I 
recognige the pocket book as the same. 
We decided to send for Mr. Besauge and I 
waited until he came. I saw the two 
billets of wood, They were lying a short 
distance from the body, about four or five 
feet. I foynd a jack-knife in the pocket. 
The outside shirt was torn in the centre in 
front. The sticks produced were recognized 
as the same seen before. I saw where the 
sticks were cut in the blaff. I did not 
notice where the axe was. The stumps of 
these trees were all alone near the middle 
of the bluff. Isaw a piece of meat (cooked) 
and some bread lying on the ground. I 
found no knife near, 

George H. L. Besauge being sworn said. 
At about 3.30 or 4 p.m. on Saturday Mr. 
lamoureaux came to find me at my farm at 
Egg Lake. He told me that a man had 
been murdered not far from Belleau’s house. 
He had a bad bruse on the head and a 
wound on the body. They wanted me to go 
there and see it as they wanted it examined 
before removing it. I accompanied Mr. 
Lamoureaux to the scene and found a group 
of people composed of M. Belleau, Lock- 
hart, young Belleau, Munuier and the son 
of the deceased. They were on a knoll not 
far from the body. We all went together 
to where the body was lying. It was cover- 
ed with a sheet to keep flies away. I lifted 
the sheet off the face and chest and noticed 
a large cut and bruses across the forehead, 
more bruises near the right ear, another 
uruise across the stomach and a triangular 
cut on the breast. I then wrote a letter to 
the constable at St. Albert notifying him of 
the murder and asking him to notify by 
telephone the I tor at Edmonton so 
thats coronor might be sent to hold an 
inguest on the y. Mr. Billeau otiered 
to take the message and started off at once, 
Ss the weather was very hot. I got Mr. 
Billeau to send for a waggen and iad the 
body removed te Mr. Munuier’s house to be 
kept until am inquest was held. While 
Waiting for the waggon | was shown two 
sticks which had been cut in the bush where 
deceased had been camped. One of the 
sticks had blood on one end. I saw the 
spot where the man had “ = —— 
there being large ts oO on the 
ground wie the hat had been resting 
and another one where blood from his side 
had been running. I noticed a piece of 
boiled beef lying on the ground an —_— 
of bread about four feet away. hen 
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waggon arrived we lifted the body into the 


waggon. 


The following verdict was returned. 
“That the deceased, Louis Roy, was foully 


murdered by some person or persons un- 
known.”

BY-LAW No. 77, 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING 
THE SUM OF $6,255.00 UfLUN THE CREDIT 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of $6,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the amounts, with interest borrowed by the Munici- 


pality for the several purposes mentioned below 
that is te say): ; 


mes) $2,770 85, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
debentures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality to erect a fire hall, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality, and to 
provide means for a suitable supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of $158.77 for 
interest thereon to the 1st day of October, 1894;$273.13, 
being the amount expended for the purchase, sur- 
veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the sum of $14.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ;31,571,25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase of land for 
the purpose of opening a public highway, and the 
sum of $47.75 forinterest thereon to the said Ist day of 
October, 1894 ; $800.00, being the amount expended 
for the purpose of obtaining a charter for a street 
railway for the benefit of the Municipality, and the 
sum of $28.47 for the interest thereon to the said 1st 
of October, 1894, the eight preceding items making 
a total sum of $5,664.72. 

(2) AND $303.50, being the amount expended for 
the purchase of furniture and office apparatus for 
the use of the Municipality, and the sum of $13.38 
for interest thereon to the said Ist day of October, 
1894 ; $254.30, being the amount expended for and in 
connection with the improvement of streets and the 
laying of sidewalks not chargeable as a frontage tax, 
and the sum of $19.10 for interest to the said 
1st October, 1894; the last four preceeding items 
making a total sum of $590.28 ; and the two suas of 
$5,664.72 and $590.28 making as a grand total the 
sum of $6,255.00, 

_ AnpD Wuereas the value of the rateable property 
in the Municipality, according to the last reyised 
Assessment Roll, is $988,950.00 ; 

ANnb WHEREAS the amount of the existing debt of 
the Municipality, other than current expenses and 
including the amount provided for in this By- 
law, is $46,215.98, whereof no part isin arrear, and 
whereof $45,150.26 is principal and $1,065.72 is 
interest ; i 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient to borrow the said 
sum of $6,255.00 by the issue of debentures, $5,664.72 
of the principal whereof shall be repayable in twenty 
years and 3590.28 of the principal whereof shall be 
repayable in ten years from the date on which this 
By-law takes effect, and which shall bear interest in 
the meantime payable half-yearly at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum ; 


Anbd Wuerkas it is expedient to provide for the 
repayment of the principal sum in each case by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund; 

AND WHEREAS the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repaying the sail sum of $5,664.72 by means ofa 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $511.20 ; 

Anp Wuereas the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repayment of the said sum of 3590.28 by means of a 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $82.40 ; 

AND WuerEas the annual special rate on the dollar 
required as being sufficient to pay the interest and to 
create the equal yearly sinking fund for the payment 
of the said sym of $5,664.72 is fifty-two one- 
hundredths of a mill ; 

Anp WHEREAS the annual special rate on the dollar 
required as being sutticient to pay the interest and 
to create an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the said sum of $590.28 is eight and one- 
half one-hundredths of a mill ; 

THEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the Munici- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council 
assembled enact as follows : 

(1) This By-law is to take effect on the Ist day of 
October, 1894. 


(2) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $5,664.72, and may issye debentures ef the 
Municipality to that amount repayable within 
twenty years from the said lst day of October, 1894, 
with interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
payable half yearly. 

(3) For the purpose o paying tho amount which 
shall be required to be raised annuaily for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of 35,664.72 special rate of fifty-two 
one-hundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of twenty 
years from che said Ist day of October, 1894, being 
the period during which the said debentures will 
run. 

(4) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $590.28 and issue debentures of the munici- 
cipality to that amount repayable within ten years 
from the \|st day of October, 1804, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half- 
yearly. 

(5) For the purpose of paying the emount which 
shall be required to be raiscd annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for paymeut of the said principal 
sum of $5090.28, a special rate of eight and one-half 
one-hundredthsof a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of ten years 
from the saidlst day of October, 1894, being the period 
during which the said debentures will run. 

(6) All such debentures shall be of such denomin- 
ations not being less than $100 as the Mayor and 
Clerk shall devide and shall be made payable at the 
Office of the,Treasurer of the Municipality at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, North-West Territories, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of the 
interest. 

(7) Friday, the 10th day of August, 1894, between 
the hours of nine o’clock im the forenoon and five 
o'clock in the afternoon at the office of the Town 
Clerk,Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day and hour 
and place for taking the votes of the electors for and 
against the proposed by-law. 

(8) A. G. Randallis hereby appointed Returning 
Officer and St. George Jellett, Deputy Returning 
Officer to take the votes at the said time and piace. 

(9) Friday, the 10th day of August, 1894, at the 
hour of six e’clock in the afternoon at the Town 
Clerk’s Office, Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the time 
and place when and where the Returning Officer 
shall sum up the number of votes for and against this 
By-law. 

Provisionally adopted in Council this lith day of 
July, 1894.
